So make half-wave dipole outa #10 fm hdw. store & connect to it w. clear 
plastic speaker cord. Terminate speaker cord in 7 ea. 470 ohm 2 watt 
(~70 ohms) paralleled resistors immersed in a qt. motor oil. Orient 
dipole so it lines up across waveguide long (TM) axis. 


Maggy probably makes 50kw pulses but bet avg. pwr ~200w. 


Measure oil temp then ping for a minute & measure again. Temp. coef. 
for H20 is 1BTU /gm/cc/deg-C I think. Help here!! 


Howzzat for a field expedient??? Bet it's been done beaucoups times 
before.

One thing I've seen done (by an old Raytheon radar tech in the port 
of Baltimore) was to loosen and slightly disconnect the waveguide 

and insert a screwdriver blade, touching the side of the waveguide. 
If plenty of sparks fly, magnetron has output. You tune the radar 
receiver 

by adjusting the reflex klystron local oscillator tube to pick up the 
echos, 

(superhet receiver with maybe 30 MHz IF) so you are not concerned 


about the exact frequency you are putting out. 


The old tech also hinged down the working 60 KW peak transmitter 
and poked around the transmitter while the 10cm waveguide output 
was only inches from his testes. It didn't seem to bother him, 
and I neglected to ask if his children had two heads.
